To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith,  in  compliance  with  General  Laws  (Ter- 
centenary Edition),  Chapter  54,  section  133,  as  amended,  a  report  of  the  number 
of  registered  voters  at  the  dates  of  the  last  city  and  town  elections,  and  the  total 
number  of  persons  who  voted  at  each  such  election  in  every  city  and  town,  and 
in  every  voting  precinct  therein,  and  the  number  of  votes  received  by  each  cnn- 
didate  for  nomination  and  for  election  for  a  state  office  in  the  year  1905, 
together  with  other  information  relating  to  elections. 

Returns  under  the  "Corrupt  Practices"  Law 

Since  the  last  report  Special  Elections  have  been,  held  to  fill  vacancies  in  the 
office  of  Senator,  Third  Bristol  District  (April  13,  1965) ;  Sixth  Suffolk  District 
(May  25,  1965) ;  First  Worcester  District  (March  16,  1965) ;  and  in  the  office  of 
Representative  in  the  General  Court,  Second  Hampden  District  (December  28, 
1965) ;  Seventh  Hampden  District  (December  28,  1965) ;  First  Middlesex  Dis- 
trict (May  25,  1965);  Fifth  Suffolk  District  (April  20,  1965);  Tenth  Suffolk 
District  (December  28,  1965);  Fifteenth  Worcester  District  (December  28, 
1965) ;  and  the  Nineteenth  Worcester  District  (May  25,  1965). 

In  compliance  with  the  General  Laws  (Tercentenary  Edition),  Chapter  55,  as 
amended,  nomination  expense  returns  were  received  from  sixty-two  candidates 
in  the  ten  above  mentioned  districts,  sixteen  of  whom  reported  no  receipts,  and 
eight  reported  no  receipts  or  expenses.  Total  nommation  receipts  were  reported 
as  $24,060.58;  expenditures  $48,123.18;  liabilities  $2,912.95. 

Election  expense  returns  were  received  from  thirteen  candidates,  two  of  whom 
reported  no  receipts,  and  four  reported  no  receipts  or  expenses.  Total  election 
receipts  were  reported  as  $6,526.75;  expenditures  $8,897.42;  liabilities  $2,005.29. 

Total  receipts  reported  by  candidates  for  both  nomination  and  election  were 
$30,587.33;  expenditures  $57,020.60;  liabilities  $4,918.24. 

The  names  and  addresses  of  fifteen  candidates  were  submitted  to  the  Attorney 
General.   Twelve  candidates  filed  no  returns;  three  filed  irregular  returns. 

Nomination  expense  returns  were  received  from  forty-eight  treasurers  of 
elected  committees,  of  which  forty-five  reported  no  receipts  or  disbursements. 
The  total  amounts  reported  by  elected  committees  were  $116.50  receipts  or 
contributions;  $315.76  expenditures  or  disbursements;  no  liabilities. 

Election  expense  returns  were  received  from  forty  treasurers  of  elected  com- 
mittees, of  which  thirty-six  reported  no  receipts  or  disbursements.  The  total 
amounts  reported  by  elected  committees  were  $29.40  receipts  or  contributions; 
$384.40  expenditures  or  disbursements;  no  liabilities. 

Nomination  expense  returns  were  received  from  five  treasurers  of  non  elected 
political  committees.  The  total  amounts  reported  by  non  elected  committees 
were  $12,176.00  receipts  or  contributions;  $11,590.78  expenditures  or  disburse- 
ments; $681.32  liabilities. 

Election  expense  returns  were  received  from  five  treasurers  of  non  elected 
political  committees.  The  total  amounts  reported  by  non  elected  committees 
were  $16,012.25  receipts  or  contributions;  $17,825.48  expenditures  or  disburse- 
ments; $1,284.53  liabilities.

SUMMARY 

The  Act  imposes  a  temporary  tax  upon  all 
retail  sales  of  tangible  personal  property  at  the 
rate  of  three  per  cent  of  the  selling  price.  Sales 
of  certain  items  are  exempted  from  the  tax,  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to  sales  of  food  products 
for  human  use,  articles  of  clothing,  prescription 
medicines,  agricultural  machinery  and  certain 
publications.

Vendors 
may  apply  to  the  State  Tax  Commission  for 
abatements  of  the  amounts  owed  where  they 
believe  such  amounts  to  be  excessive,  and 
decisions  of  the  Commission  on  such  appli- 
cations may  be  reviewed  by  the  Appellate  Tax 
IBoard.  The  Commissioner  of  Corporations  and 
Taxation  shall  have  the  usual  powers  and 
remedies  provided  for  tax  collection  for  the 
collection  of  the  taxes  imposed  by  this  section. 
The  State  Tax  Commission  shall  issue  regu- 
lations necessary  for  proper  administration  and 
enforcement  of  the  section. 

The  Act  further  imposes  a  temporary  excise 
upon  the  storage,  use  or  other  consumption  in 
Massaclmsetts  of  tangible  personal  property  at 
the  rate  of  three  per  cent  of  the  sales  price  of 
such  property.  Sales  upon  which  the  retail  sales 
tax  described  above  has  been  imposed,  or  which 
are  exempt  from  the  retail  sales  tax,  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  use  tax.  bales  upon  which  a 
tax  has  been  paid  in  another  jurisdiction  shall 
also  be  exempt.  Assessment,  abatement  and 
collection  of  the  use  tax  shall  be  governed  by  the 
provisions  which  relate  to  the  tax  upon  retail 
sales.  The  tax  upon  retail  sales  and  the  excise 
upon  storage,  use  or  other  consumption  shall  be 
etlective  during  the  period  from  April  1,  1966 
to  December  31,  1967. 

Each  qualified  taxpayer  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
credit  of  four  dollars  for  himself,  four  dollars  for 
his  spouse  and  eight  dollars  for  each  quahfied 
dependent,  but  such  credit  shall  not  be  allowed 
if  the  taxable  income  of  such  individual  and  his 
spouse  exceeds  five  thousand  dollars  for  the 
year.  In  addition  to  the  taxes  described  above, 
the  Act  provides  for  new  excises  upon  certain 
banks;  new  taxes  upon  the  income  of  certain 
corporations;  new  taxes  upon  cigarettes;  a  room 
occupancy  excise  upon  rent  paid  for  the  use  of 
hotel  rooms  and  other  lodging  places;  and  excises 
upon  sales  of  certain  alcoliolic  beverages. 

The  Act  creates  the  Local  Aid  Fund  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  educational  assistance,  and 
authorizes  the  periodic  distribution  of  amounts 
from  such  Fund  to  the  cities  and  towns.  In 
addition,  the  Act  contains  a  variety  of  pro- 
visions relating  to  the  program  of  State  aid  to 
public  schools,  and  to  its  administration.
